Heat From Mines 


How To Use The Heat Below Ontario 
Gold Mines 

The day of mining for heat in 
Northern Ontario is visioned by An-| 
gus D, Campbell, president of the 
Association of Professional Engineers 
for Ontario, 

First reaction to the announce- 
ment is that it is not an altogether 
new idea. Since men, by burrowing 
into the earth, have learned that 
there is heat at depth there has been 
an idea that it could be gathered and 
distributed economically. Feasibility 
has not yet been demonstrated but 
engineers and scientists continue to 
do things that have never been done 
before, 

Fortified by the knowledge that} 
gold existed at depth they have} 
shown their ability to go down and 
get it. As there is no doubt heat 
exists at depth it may be that they 
will find the way to bring it out, too. 

Advances in engineering during 
recent years have sent mining down 
to a depth of 7,000 feet, which is} 
well into the second mile, At 7,000 
feet the temperature is found to be 
from 75 to 80 degrees, or five to 
eight degrees warmer than a room| 
should be as a sitting room. 

From the rapidity with which tem- 
perature rises as further depth is 
reached it is evident that at another 
thousand feet or so the rocks would 
be warm enough to provide a great 
deal of heat. How to harvest it and 
convey it to designated places is the; 


problem for which the engineers 
have not yet provided a_ solution.| 
Their eflorts may be materially 


assisted by the fact that depths up- 
ward of 5,000 feet have been reached | 
in some of the mines, thereby giving 
them a chance to attack the prob-) 
lem from a much more advantageous!
